AN ACT Relating to creating the healthy student grant program
addi ng a new section to chapter 28A 630 RCW and creati ng new secti ons.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that the health of
students is at risk due to overconsunption of nonnutritious food, |ack
of understanding or interest in sound nutrition and healthy lifestyle
practices, and insufficient exercise and physical activity. School s
attenpt to provide information to students about these risks through
classroom instruction in health and fitness courses and physical
education, but students need the opportunity for learning activities in
health, fitness, and nutrition that are informative, positive,
engagi ng, and fun. In many comunities around the state
communi ty-based organizations, hospital foundations, public health
agencies, and clinics can offer such prograns in partnership wth the
school s.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 630
RCWto read as foll ows:
Subj ect to funds appropriated for this purpose, the office of the
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superintendent of public instruction shall allocate funds on a
conpetitive basis to support the healthy student grant program created
in this section. Healthy student grants shall be used to devel op and
of fer innovative and engaging instruction and activities in health,

fitness, and nutrition. School districts, comuni ty- based
or gani zati ons, hospi tal s, public health agencies, and ot her
organi zations may submt grant applications. An application by an

organi zation other than a school district nust have a school district
partner and the school district shall act as the fiscal agent. On an
annual basis, the office of the superintendent of public instruction
shal |l prepare a report on the activities supported by the grant program
under this section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act shall be known and cited as "the
heal t hy student act."”
